AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipts  and  disbursement  of  public 
funds  were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  can- 
celled checks  were  compared  with  supporting  invoices 
and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record. 
Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and 
totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book  bal- 
ances were  verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank 
balances  made  from  statements  obtained  from  deposi- 
tory banks.  Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was  made 
by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated 
by  the  Collector's  records.  The  amounts  of  uncollected 
and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report  are 
therefore  subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be  neces- 
sitated by  the  return  of  verification  notices. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS

REPORT  OF  THE   BOW  VOLUNTEER   FIRE 
DEPARTMENT 


TO  REPORT  A  FIRE,  CALL  5-6011 

For  information  or  any  other  calls,  Call  4-1810 

During  1960,  your  Fire  Department  made  a  total  of 
30  runs  as  follows:  9  Chimney,  3  Car,  2  Brush  and  Grass, 
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3  to  Merrimack  Unit  Public  Service,  7  Assists  to  Con- 
cord, 1  to  Hooksett,  and  5  unnecessary  runs. 

The  approximate  gross  loss  was  $47,000,  all  covered 
by  insurance  so  that  the  net  loss  was  negligible  —  to 
property;  burn  injuries  suffered  can  never  be  reckoned 
in  dollars  and  cents.  We  will  never  forget  the  men  who 
were  hurt. 

Most  of  the  money  raised  by  the  Department  has  gone 
into  our  new  equipment  fund,  in  the  amount  of  $440.00. 
We  are  the  comfortable  wearers  of  insulated  fire  boots 
and  appreciate  them.  We  have  purchased  two  pumps 
from  the  fund,  a  diaphragm  type  of  mud  sucker,  for 
cellars  and  wells,  and  a  smaller  one  for  transferring 
water  from  holes  to  tankers,  etc. 

Our  training  program  has  been  good,  with  two  razed 
buildings  burned,  some  oil  pit  practice,  using  fog  foam 
and  water  fog.  We  have  also  gained  considerable  knowl- 
edge from  movies,  furnished  though  the  N.  H.  Civil  De- 
fense office,  and  physical  practice  by  the  truck  com- 
panies on  their  units.  A  group  from  Bow  also  went  to 
Meadowwood  for  the  Training  School  sponsored  by  the 
N.  H.  Chiefs'  Club. 

Our  maintenance  costs  are  beginning  to  become  pain- 
ful, but  we  feel  that  the  addition  of  a  new  piece,  large 
enough  in  pumping  capacity,  will  give  our  15-year-old- 
plus  units  a  reasonable  "lease  on  life."  One  of  our  mem- 
bers puts  it  this  way,  "They're  in  good  shape,  but  they've 
been  to  a  lot  of  hot  suppers." 

Smokey  Bear  was  at  Bow  School  last  Spring,  and  told 
of  some  of  the  problems  he  encounters  in  the  forests 
and  fields.  He  asked  the  cooperation  of  all,  and  the  re- 
sponse was  such  that  nearly  the  whole  school  enrolled  in 
the  Smokey  program. 

We  made  available  at  the  library  some  "Sparky,  the 
Fire  Dog"  coloring  materials  which  carried  a  message 
into  your  homes.  Another  project  was  a  one-minute 
movie  furnished  to  the  local  drive-in,  carrying  spon- 
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sorship  of  the  Fire  Departments  in  the  area.  This  can  be 
used  in  seasons  to  come. 

The  department  went  to  the  school  on  two  days  last 
fall  in  order  to  show  the  components  and  function  of  a 
fire  truck.  We  had  movies  for  the  two  age  groups  and 
the  Chief  spoke  for  a  few  minutes. 

The  end  of  my  first  report  is  signed  with  sincere 
thanks  to  all  who  helped  so  very  much,  and  with  deep 
appreciation  for  the  guidance  given  me  in  the  past  year. 
We  are  proud  of  our  outfit,  and  are  at  your  service 
whenever  needed.

PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 


January  9,  1961 

During  the  past  year  the  planning  board  has  given 
major  attention  to  subdivision  planning  under  the 
ordinance  adopted  by  the  town  meeting  in  March,  1960. 
Three  subdivision  proposals  were  submitted  and  in  each 
case  were  approved  after  preliminary  consideration  and 
public  hearing.    They  were 

1.  Lincoln,  off  U.  S.  Route  3A 

2.  Ridgewood  Acres,  off  Grand  View  Road 

3.  Rockwood  Acres,  off  Bow  Center  Road 

Each  case  offered  problems  unique  to  the  area  in- 
volved which  will  probably  always  be  true  in  a  town  like 
Bow,  predominantly  hilly. 

These  cases  provided  an  experience  out  of  which  came 
suggestions  for  amendments  in  order  to  improve  pro- 
cedures and  strengthen  protection  to  the  town.  These 
changes  were  written  up  and  after  a  public  hearing  were 
adopted  and  are  now  incorporated  in  the  regulations. 

The  board  recommends  that  the  regulations  as 
amended  be  printed  for  the  information  and  convenience 
of  all. 

At  the  invitation  of  the  School  Board,  members  of  the 
planning  board  participated  in  a  view  of  the  forest  tract 
presented  to  the  school  district  by  Mr.  Edgar  C.  Hirst 
and  conducted  by  him  which  was  most  instructive.  Also 
at  the  request  of  the  school  board  the  planning  board 
agreed  to  assign  one  of  its  members  as  a  member  of  the 
management  committee  and  Mr.  Franklin  Gregory  was 
appointed  as  the  first  member  of  this  joint  group  from 
the  planning  board. 

Early  in  the  year  the  planning  board  asked  a  repre- 
sentative advisory  committee  to  consider  advisability 
of  relocating  the  present  town  dump   and  installing 
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a  sanitary  fill  system.  This  was  done  because  of  con- 
struction of  the  new  community  building,  the  gift  of 
the  new  school  forest  close  to  it,  and  the  substantial 
expenditure  made  and  being  made  for  improvement 
of  Knox  Road.  The  latter  will  encourage  development 
of  land  along  Knox  Road  and  if  so  will  be  of  advantage 
to  the  town  in  contrast  with  developments  at  areas  more 
distant  from  the  grade  school  and  the  fire  station. 
This  committee  had  not  reported  at  the  time  of  this 
report. 

Population  of  the  town  of  Bow  has  increased  since 
1930  as  follows: 

Gain  %    Gain 

1930  780

1950  1,062 

1960  1,340 

At  the  present  rate  of  increase,  population  of  the 
town  will  approximate  1,600  by  1970. 

This  suggests  that  community  planning  is  becoming 
even  more  important  than  in  the  past. 

Your  Board  believes  that  the  town  should  give 
attention  in  the  immediate  future  to  the  following: 

1.  Relocation  of  the  town  dump. 

2.  Development  of  water  resources  for  public  use. 

3.  Planned  improvement  of  highways. 

4.  Establishment  of  new  commercial  areas. 

5.  Extension  of  the  residential  zoning  classification 
in  some  areas. 

In  considering  these  problems  the  planning  board 
will  welcome  all  suggestions.

The  trustees  and  staff  of  Baker  Free  Library  wish 
every  one  a  very  Happy  New  Year  as  we  begin  another 
year  of  library  service.  The  past  twelve  months  have 
been  a  very  outstanding  period  for  the  library.  We  have 
been  deluged  with  requests  for  books;  both  the  old 
classics  and  the  very  latest  novels.  Boys,  girls  and 
teachers  of  the  Bow  school  have  kept  us  jumping  with 
their  book  lists  and  special  topics.  More  than  ever, 
we  have  collected  special  material,  including  maps  and 
pictures  for  science,  history  and  English  projects. 

Our  circulation  will  prove  to  you  how  greatly  our 
services  are  used.  19,552  books  and  magazines  were 
checked  out;  a  gain  of  3,640  over  the  previous  year. 
Adults  took  out  4,714  books  of  fiction,  1,597  of  non- 
fiction;  Juvenile  readers,  13,241  books. 

Our  staff  remains  the  same:  Mrs.  Lloyd  Brown, 
Mrs.  Roland  Robinson,  and  Mrs.  Harold  Howe.  We  are 
open  as  usual  on  Wednesday  and  Saturday  afternoons 
2  to  5  p.  m.,  and  during  the  school  summer  vacation, 
the  hours  are  Wednesday  2  to  5  p.  m.  and  Friday  eve- 
nings 7  to  10  p.  m.  We  sincerely  feel  that  we  should 
be  open  more  hours,  so  in  addition,  we  are  planning  to 
open  the  library  every  Monday  from  2  to  8  p.  m. 

Students  have  been  studying  at  the  library  and  this 
brings  up  the  need  for  improved  lighting.  The  library 
also  needs  paint  inside  and  out.  Both  of  these  projects 
are  included  in  our  budget.  The  time  is  also  coming 
when  an  addition  of  a  new  refernce  room  will  be  needed. 
This  will  require  the  purchase  of  more  land. 

This  past  year  we  have  added  new  bookcases  in  the 
adult  room,  which  are  filled  with  mysteries,  westerns, 
and  the  newest  fiction  and  non-fiction.    At  each  side  of 
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the  door  we  have  punch  board  bulletin  boards  with 
displays  changed  every  month. 

Are  you  one  of  the  many  people  using  the  Baker 
library?

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  district  in  the  town 
of  Bow  qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Bow  Elemen- 
tary School  in  said  district  on  the  10th  day  of  March 
1961,  at  8:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 


1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 


3.    To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 


4.     To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 


5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensa- 
tion of  any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 
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6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Commit- 
tees, or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 


7.    To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 


8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the 
salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for 
the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and 
to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appropriation 
of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the 
state  foundation  aid  fund  together  with  other  income; 
the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance 
between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation, 
which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 


9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  contract  with  the  Concord  Union  School  Dis- 
trict and  the  Manchester  School  Department  and  any 
other  school  districts  for  the  tuition  of  Bow  pupils  in 
the  high  school  of  said  districts  at  an  amount  necessary 
to  provide  therefor. 


10.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  appropriate 
any  funds  received  from  tuition  for  so-called  state  wards 
toward  payment  of  general  expenses  for  the  fiscal 
year  in  which  received. 

11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  a  capital  reserve  fund  for 
replacement  of  school  buses.

13.  To  see  if  the  District  will  transfer  any  unencum- 
bered balance,  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  $6,000,  remain- 
ing as  of  June  30,  1961  to  the  capital  reserve  fund,  al- 
ready established  for  the  replacement  of,  and  acquisition 
of  lands  for  present  and  future  school  buildings.

neath the  south-east  wing  of  the  existing  building,  to 
provide  for  two  (2)  classrooms,  additional  toilet  facilities, 
the  alteration  and  improvement  of  the  heating  system 
and  the  renovation  of  the  all  purpose  room  for  use  as 
a  classroom  or  classrooms  as  may  be  found  necessary 
and  to  see  if  the  District  will  direct  and  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  hire  an  Architect,  Architectural  firm  or 
other  qualified  agent,  to  prepare  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  this  addition,  and  to  then  proceed  with  the 
building,  including  the  actual  construction,  the  furnish- 
ing and  equipping  and  other  fees  and  items  necessary  for 
the  completion  of  said  classroom  addition  and  to  further 
direct  and  authorize  the  School  Board  to  raise  such 
a  sum  through  the  issuance  of  not  exceeding  $25,000 
in  serial  notes  and  bonds  under  and  in  compliance  with 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  No.  33,  Revised  Statutes  An- 
notated as  amended,  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  notes 
or  bonds  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon 
and  to  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect 
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the  issuance,  negotiation,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  notes 
or  bonds  as  shall  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Bow 
School  District. 


15.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  withdraw  from 
the  capital  reserve  fund,  already  established  for  the  re- 
placement of,  and  acquisition  of  lands  for  present  and 
future  school  building,  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed 
$2,000  to  form  a  Building  Committee  composed  of  the 
School  Board,  one  Selectman,  one  member  each  of  the 
Planning  and  Budget  Boards,  and  three  other  Citizens, 
for  the  purpose  of  studying  our  future  school  construc- 
tion needs  and  produce  as  a  result  a  complete  detailed 
plan  of  action  to  meet  these  requirements.  This  com- 
mittee to  be  authorized  by  the  District  to  engage  the 
services  of  an  Architect  to  assist  them  in  making  a  study 
and  evaluation  of  a  site  or  sites  and  to  secure  such 
options  on  these  sites  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  and 
the  tentative  costs  of  a  building  or  buildings  to  be 
erected  upon  this  land.  The  resulting  plan  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  for  their  approval  at  a 
special  school  district  meeting  to  be  called  by  the 
School  Board,  or  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 


16.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
school  board  to  make  application  for  and  to  accept,  on 
behalf  of  the  district,  any  or  all  grants  or  offers  for 
educational  purposes  which  may  now  or  hereafter  be 
forthcoming  for  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and/or 
United  States,  provided  such  grants  do  not  jeopardize 
local  control  of  our  system. 


17.    To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  School  Board  to  provide  Physical  Education  at  the 
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Community  Center  Building.  This  to  consist  mainly  of 
an  instructor  two  afternoons  a  week  for  basketball 
and  to  appropriate  $600  for  this  program.  (Inserted  by 
petition). 


18.     To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Bow: 

Public  education  is  considered  by  many  as  the  most 
important  single  function  of  government. 

All  considerations  have  been  always  with  the  welfare 
of  our  children  first  in  mind.  The  School  Board  has  and 
does  subscribe  to  equal  opportunities  for  all  of  our  chil- 
dren. 

Enrollment 

Bow,  like  many  other  communities,  is  faced  with  the 
challenge  of  providing  adequate  accommodations  for 
its  increasing  number  of  school  age  children.  A  glance 
at  the  chart  of  elementary  enrollments  located  else- 
where in  the  School  District  Report  shows  an  increase 
of  55  pupils  during  the  past  few  years.  Projected  en- 
rollments for  the  next  school  year  indicated  that  we 
might  expect  between  280-290  pupils.  This  number, 
plus  the  manner  of  distribution  of  children  in  certain 
grades,  makes  it  necessary  to  provide  additional  rooms. 

The  manner  of  securing  this  extra  space  has  been 
discussed  cooperatively  by  the  School  Board,  Town 
Officers,  and  Citizens,  and  a  definite  proposal  will  be 
made  at  the  District  Meeting. 

Faculty 

The  School  Board  is  proud  of  its  personnel,  the  heart 
of  our  school  system.  Its  policy  is  to  recruit  the  best 
and  to  retain  the  best  within  the  limits  of  the  salary 
schedule,  which  is  not  to  be  violated.  The  Board  be- 
lieves that  all  members  of  its  staff  must  be  paid  accord- 
ing to  the  same  standards,  hence  the  single  salary 
schedule  by  which  its  teachers  are  paid. 
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Our  salary  schedule  for  the  coming  year  will  meet  the 
competition  of  other  communities  as  it  is  too  late  to 
correct  this  situation  when  some  of  our  best  teachers 
have  left.  The  strongest  asset  of  our  school  system  is 
its  staff  of  teachers.    We  must  always  keep  it  strong. 

Recent  Achievements 

Much  has  been  accomplished  during  the  past  year. 
Very  little  could  have  been  accomplished  without  the 
excellent  cooperation  of  a  competent  staff  of  teachers, 
understanding  parents,  a  School  Board  sympathetic  to 
the  needs  of  the  school  and  voting  citizenry  ever  ready 
to  help  wherever  and  whenever  needed. 

This  is  the  report  of  the  third  year  of  the  school 
under  the  present  Superintendent.  Due  to  your  appro- 
priations each  year  for  the  past  three  years,  we  have 
been  able  to  achieve  much  of  the  following: 

Improvement  of  teacher  salaries  and  the  establish- 
ment of  a  salary  schedule,  designed  to  retain  our 
best  teachers,  excellent  custodial,  and  cafeteria 
personnel. 
Departmentalized  teaching  of  subjects  in  grades  six 

through  eight. 
Establishment  of  a  library  room  and  systemized 
purchases  of  reference  and  supplemental  books. 
Establishment  of  parent-pupil  conferences  for  grade 

one's  first  marking  period. 
Establishment   of  a   standardized,   objective   type 
testing  program;   consisting  of  an  intelligence 
test  given  in  grades  one,  three,  five,  and  seven 
every  year,  and  an  achievement  test  given  an- 
nually in  grades  three  through  eight. 
The  acquisition  of  a  Helping  Teacher  upon  a  Super- 
visory Union  basis. 
The  employment  of  Dr.  Seny  Lake  as  a  School 
Doctor. 
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A  gradual  development  of  our  supply  of  maps  and 
globes. 

A  gradual  introduction  of  regularly  scheduled  intra- 
mural athletic  contests. 

Inauguration  of  an  annual  Athletic  Field  Day  for 
the  upper  grades. 

Extensive  black-topping  around  the  school  and  the 
seeding  of  the  playground  bank. 

A  secretary  was  hired  to  care  for  the  clerical  work 
in  order  to  allow  the  teaching  principal  to  de- 
vote his  full  time  to  teaching. 

A  television  set  was  purchased  enabling  our  pupils 
to  partake  of  some  excellent  educational  pro- 
grams in  science,  geography,  and  history. 

New  fire  doors,  several  new  emergency  fire  exits, 
and  other  changes  were  installed  as  recom- 
mended by  the  local  and  State  fire  authorities, 
designed  to  give  our  children  more  protection. 

A  new  public  address  system  for  the  all-purpose 
room. 

Purchase  of  modern  desk  and  chair  units  for  the 
lower  grades. 

The  utilization  of  well-informed  citizens  as  aids 
to  our  instructional  program  discussing  their 
particular  professional  or  specialty  areas,  their 
travels  or  special  hobbies,  with  our  students. 

A  Back-To-School-Night  was  started  in  order  to  bet- 
ter acquaint  the  parents  with  their  new  school. 

An  introduction  of  a  modern  science  program  in- 
tegrated with  the  Concord  secondary  grades. 

Participation  in  the  National  Defense  Education 
Act  enabling  us  to  have  more  instructional  aids 
in  the  teaching  of  Mathematics  and  Science. 

Teacher  committees  have  been  formed  and  utilized 
in  order  to  study  and  evaluate  books  and  to 
make  specific  recommendations  to  the  Superin- 
tendent for  their  purchases.    The  present  school 
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curriculum  has  been  studied  and  some  very 
definite  recommendations  and  evaluations  have 
been  made.  This  year  the  teachers  of  arithmetic 
have  met  several  times  a  month  and  are  prepar- 
ing study  guides,  upon  a  Supervisory  School 
Union  basis,  grade  by  grade. 

The  acquisition  of  new  and  excellent  instructional 
educational  materials  has  enabled  us  to  enrich 
our  curriculum  in  several  areas. 

The  curriculum  has  been  strengthened  through  the 
emphasis  of  work  adapted  to  the  individual  child, 
in  light  of  his  strengths  and  weaknesses. 

Our  Needs 

Our  most  serious  need  is  for  more  classroom  space. 
In  1958  our  pupil-teacher  ratio  was  about  25,  an  ideal 
class  size.  This  year  the  ratio  is  about  33,  with  seven 
of  our  eight  rooms  containing  more  than  30  pupils. 
Next  year  without  any  provision  for  extra  classrooms, 
we  could  expect  to  have  some  of  our  rooms  with  38  or 
more  pupils  per  room. 

The  proposed  budget  for  the  coming  year  proposes 
a  temporary  solution  by  the  construction  of  two  new 
rooms  in  our  present  building  plus  the  utilization  of  the 
all  purpose  room  as  a  class-room  if  the  need  arises. 
The  new  budget  also  has  provision  for  three  additional 
teachers  to  care  for  these  new  rooms. 

The  instruction  in  and  appreciation  of  music  and  art 
should  be  encouraged  to  the  fullest. 

Our  music  supervisor  works  with  each  class  once  a 
week  and  the  majority  of  time  is  spent  in  vocal  music. 
We  offer  no  formal  or  established  art  program,  but 
expect  each  individual  teacher  to  do  the  best  she  or  he 
can  in  this  subject. 

To  correct  these  situations,  we  would  have  to  budget 
both  time  and  money,  probably  upon  the  Supervisory 
Union  basis.  The  school  union  has  seriously  considered 
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these  proposals  for  the  past  year  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  next  year  both  situations  may  be  corrected  by  the 
addition  of  full  time  music  and  art  supervisors. 

One  of  the  characteristics  of  an  outstanding  school  is 
the  attention  given  to  adapting  the  level  and  caliber  of 
teaching  to  the  individual  child,  in  order  to  make  that 
teaching  more  meaningful  and  effective  for  each  pupil. 
We  have  made  a  start  in  this  direction  and  it  is  hoped 
that  as  our  classes  return  to  a  smaller  and  more  efficient 
size,  we  might  add  more  curriculum  enrichment  for  the 
majority  and  definite  acceleration  for  the  gifted.  Our 
school  union  is  now  considering  the  feasibility  of  estab- 
lishing a  special  class  for  the  mentally  retarded.  This 
addition  will  provide  for  these  children  and  satisfy 
their  educational  and  personal  needs  and  will  also  pro- 
vide us  with  the  opportunity  of  allowing  us  to  better 
realize  our  teaching  and  curriculum  objectives  in  their 
former  classrooms. 

I  wish  to  again  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my 
sincere  appreciation  to  the  Bow  School  Board,  for  their 
continued  guidance,  kindness,  and  support,  to  all  school 
personnel  and  those  thoughtful  and  cooperative  citizens 
for  their  continued  cooperation  and  support  of  our 
public  schools.
